In a western town some time ago a 
number of good ordinances wore pass­ 
ed, which, if they had bceu enforced, 
could have helped greatly in keeping 
the town clean. 
The matter has now 
been taken up by a woman’s club, aud 
the members will aid in the punish­ 
ment of the infraction of auy of the 
ordinances. These ordinances conserve 
to cleanliness aud neatness and are as 
follows: 
No person shall throw, cast, lay or 
drop ou any sidewalk or crossing die 
rind or peel of any orange, banana, ap 
pie or other fruit. 
Auy person vioiat 
big til** above provisions of tills section 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor aud 
work***I i shall on conviction thereof be tined not 
■ to exceed $10 for each offense. 
No person shall cut, injure, mark or 
deface any public building, tree or any 
shrub growing upon any street, alley, 
public square or park under u penalty 
of not exceeding $100 for each offense. 
It shall be unlawful for any person 
to purposely mar, injure, deface, re­ 
move or destroy any fence, gate, lamp 
post or signboard or aw ning in any 
street or public place or la front of any 
private premises within the city under 
a penalty of not exceeding $100 for 
ouch offense. 
Circulating or distributing handbills 
or circulars upon the streets is pro­ 
hibited. 
Another ordinance prohibits the put 
ting, sweeping, dropping or placing on 
any street or alley of any glass, china, 
crockery, nails, wire, steel or other 
metal and provides a penalty of not 
less than $1 nor more than $10 for each 
offense, 
Sweeping or throwing litter on pav­ 
ed streets, alleys or sid ew alk s is an o f­ 
fence which m ay cost the offender $50. 
Still another section provides against 
spitting upon steps and corridors of 
public buildings or on the platforms or 
In th** cars of street railways and 
places tile penalty at from $1 to $10.
